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Cover: Dr. Wade Hampton Frost (1880~
1938) was the intellectual progenitor
of several of the landmarks in Amer-
ican epidemiology described in this
issue of Public Health Reports. These
papers celebrated the 50th anniversary
of the Epidemiology Section of the
American Public Health Association,
which Frost helped to found in 1929.
His classic studies of stream pollu-
tion of the Ohio and its watershed,
his writings on poliomyelitis and in-
fluenza, his work as a planner of epi-
demic control, and his teaching as the
nation’s first resident lecturer in
epidemiology at the Johns Hopkins
School of Hygiene and Public Health
have influenced generations of public
health workers.
